It is indeed a pleasure for me to be able to echo the words 
of the Salutatorium and to welcome you all to the Convocation Ex- 
ercises this eveninge If we begin from the time when Loyola Col- 

lege began its separate existence in a building on the south 
east corner of Bleury St. at Ste Catherine this will be the Fifty- 

sixth annual Convocation of the Collese. Fifty-six years is not 
a long time in the life time of a College, and as I pegin to re- 
alice, not even in the lifetime of a man, Loyola is a comparat- 
ively young school, but brief as her history has been she has 
nevertheless, during her short existence received, trained and 
graduated some very representative people. You may be interest= 
ea to know that of the nine Canadian Ambassadors to foreign 


countries, four at one time attended Loyola. 


We have with us tonight one of Loyolats truly distinguished grad- 
uaetes. Senator John Caswell Davis has kindly consented to be 
present at tonight's function and to give the traditional address 
to the graduates, Senator Davis is a native Montrealer who after 
greduating from Loyola with his Bachelor of Arts Degree in 1907 
and a degree in Mechanical Engineering from McGill, followed 
Forace Greely's advice, as far west as Ste Boniface, There Sen-= 
ator Davis hes distinguished himself as an engineer and as a 
public spirited citizen well worthy of the honour conferred upon 
him in 1949 when he was summoned to the Senate. When other in- 
stitutions of learning want to honour a distinguished graduate, 


they often confer on them an Honorary Degree. At Loyola we have 


not that right so we must honour our graduates by imposing fur- 


ther on their generosity. 


The past scholastic year has been an important one in the 
history of higher education in Canada. Follcwing the rscommen- 
dations of the Massey Report the Federal Government,for what I 
believe is the first time, voted a considerable sum of money, 
over $7,000,000. to be distributed among Universities and other 
Similar institutions of higher education across Canada. From 
tre standpoint of the constitutional lawyer this decision posed 
something of a problem. Education, accorcing to the Canadian 
Constitution, is under the control of the Provinces and there 
were not a few who saw in the Federal grant to institutions of 
higher learning an invasion of constitutional rights. Here in 
the Province of Quebec, this aspect of the Federal Grant came 
in for not a little criticism and muck csreful scrutiny, and 
the Provincial authorities very wisely laid down conditions to 
safeguard the preregatives of the Province. As a result there 
are a number of Colleges in the Province of Quebec, and Loyola 
is one of them, who have not as yet received any money from 
this Federal Grant. Nevertheless, it is well for all to know 
thet our claims have not been overlookeds they are in fact 
being studied at the present time, and we have nothing to lose 


by being patient. 


This has also been an historical year in the history of 
Loyola because by virtue of a special arrengement with the Uni- 
versity of Montreal we are conferring upon twelve of our Grad= 
uates the Degree of Bachelor of Commerce, For some years the 
Registrar had heen receiving and reluctantly turning down ape 
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plications from students whose previous academic training or 
present ambitions did not fit them for the Arts Course or the 
various Science Courses offered cz the Ccllege. Father Edward 
Brown, towards the close or his term as Rector, discussed this 
problem with the authorities of the University of Montreal and 
others and when I came here in July, 1948, arrangements had al- 
ready been made to set up a Faculty of Commerce that Fall. This 
was only made possible by the generous cooperation of institu- 
tions and individuals and it is only fitting that their names 
be mentioned here tenight as a token of appreciation anc grat- 
{tude. There is in the first place the University of Montreal 
and in particular the Rector, Monsisnor Maurault, PeSeS. DePs 
and the Secretary General, M. Mercel Faribault. It would take 
tco long to describe in detail the negotiations and to enumer- 
ate the various ways in which they helped to expedite matters 
with the Commission of Studies end the Board of Governors of 
the University. And this, at e time, when their own work was 
made more complicated by changes that had taken place in the 
constitutions of the University. Much valuable help was pro- 
vided by M. Esdras Minville, Director of L'Ecole des Hautes 
Etudes Commerciales. Mre Minville studied the outline of the 
proposed course and made many valuable corrections anc sug» 
gestions. We are also indebted tc the Association of Charter- 
ed Accountants of the Province of Quebec for their encourage- 
ment and advice. In drawing up the course we also received a 
great deal of assistance from Professor EeD. Woods and Pro- 
Patton of the Commerce Faculty of McGill Univers-

ity. Finally, 4 special word of thanks is due to one of the 
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members of our own Commerce Faculty. Mr. Desmond McNamee, C.A. 
was, by his enthusiasm, energy and determination, perhaps the 
greatest single factor in making this course possible. The 
number of applications for this course since its inception, 
end the further fact that all this year's graduates have al- 
ready been placec in positions of promise, have confirmed the 
wisdom of the move that was made fcur years agoe 
A section of this report has always been devcted to our fin- 
ancial sitvatione A president of a corporation makes a report 
to his shareholders and we believe that your interest in Loyola 
allows us to consider you as sharers, shareholders in this work, 
a highly responsible work, which we are doing. Since our finan- 
cial year ends in July, I am not in a position to give you the 
complete figures for this current year, but unless we receive 
some extraordinary bequests we have every reason to believe that 
this year will be a repetition of last. Last year we showed a 
sizable excess of operating expense over revenue. What do we 
do with our money? Well in the first place our sources of in- 
come are limited. The average College gets about fifty percent 
of its incomes from its fees. Our fees make up about 75% of 
our total income. This does not indicate that our fees, our 
tuition rates are large. Actually they are consideratly less 
than other similar institutions. One prospective parent who 
was enrolling his boy in our High School mentioned that he could 
educate his three boys here for the price that it cost in the 
school that they were then attending. We have no endowments 
beyone the living endowment of 42 Jesuit members of the steff

who, besides their services as teachers and administrators 
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contribute the sum of about €15,000, the revenue fron sermons, 
retreats, and other ministry done during the year. The Provin- 
cial Government makes us an annual grant of $10,000. it was 
$15,000, in 1951. apart from an Educational Fund which the 
Reverend Father Kelly is laboriously buil lding up, it came to 
some $5,000, last year, and an occasional gift, we have no other 
sources of revenue. Compared tc this, our expenses are increas-~ 
ingly high. The ordinary cost of living hes gone up. The build~ 
ings, some of them are nearly forty years old. Maintenance costs 
are therefore progressively higher, $20,415. was spent on main~ 
tenance anc repairs in 1950-51. Besides there is the servicing 
of the College debt and the redemption of the bond issue which 
took $28,000, of our revenue. The type of course which we are 
Siving at Loyola means that we must maintain a large staff of 
teachers. Where a similar classical College of 450 students is 
adequately taught by 18 teachers, our variety of courses with 
fewer students, requires 56. As a result the salaries for pro- 

fessors, office and domestic staff amounted to $86,000, 

After this Jeremiad it would be very ungracious to fail to 
mention some of the outstanding gifts which were received during 
the past year. Dr. Frank J. Duckett gave the College $4,000, to 
establish two bursaries in memory of his late wife. Mr. Gilbert
